When swinging at the ball with the
hands and swinging under the head, keep
the point spoken of as “the ball and
sooket” joint the point at the spine, mid-
way between the shouldera) In mind. Do
not allow that part of the bhody to mave.

I hava satd that, with the exception
of the hands, don't try to wet any othar
part of the hody Into the stroke, that is,
don't try to conpclously get the shouldern,
body or legs Into It, In fact, they must
not be allowed to antlcipate thelr nat-
ural order of action. It the right
shoulder In permitted to exert any In-
fluence on the beginning of the down
stroke, or to come In too soon (by far
one of the most common favlts, apoken
of as dropping the right shoulder), It will
push the *“ball and socket” out of posi-
tion, and with it will go the head and
the Ieft shoulder, both belng pushed to
the left; the pushing of the head to the
left will Instinctively cause you to UIft
it, you will then look up, and the stroke
will be a fallure.

It the right shoulder comes Into action
too soon, the balance of Lthe body In dis-
turbed, thero In an Instinctive, subgon-
sclous effort to regain the balance, the
hands will ba thrown out of line, and
the clubhead will be dragged Into the
ball, back of the hands, and the hands
will fail to perform ona of their principal
functions, that of holding the clubhead
true to Its track and directing thoe pow-
erful snap of the wrista which s caused
by the clubhead traveling In Its orbit
some 4 Inches greater than the course
taken by the hands, catching up with
and passing them when about 18 inches
fram the ball

The long sweesp of the clubhead must
be under control at =nll times; it is the
hands which keep this control, therefare,
nothing must be allowed to divert them
from thelr course. Ewverything must be
subardinated to the work of the hands,
must be made true assistants to them,
and each must malntaln its proper place
and do its work at the proper time. This
is "timing the stroke,” and the stroke
will be timed If the player does not try
to foree it, in n word, press.
